CHICAGO (AFP) - Severe 
storms and violent tornadoes 
killed at least two people and 
injured dozens as tliey battered 
tlie US Midwest Sunday, with 
dozens of powerful twisters 
causmg major damage in cen- 
tial Illinois. 

At least two people were 
killed in tlie state, fllmois Emer¬ 
gen cy Management Agency 
chief Jonatlion Monken told 
CNN. 

Local NBC television affili¬ 
ate News 2S reported at least 37 
people were bemg treated at 
□SF Sami Francis Medical 
Centenn Peoria, Ulmois, seven 
of drein with " severe" mjunes. 

Monken said 70 homes were 


completely destroyed in two 
different areas, and hundreds 
were damaged less severely. 
Four Red Cross shelters were 
also openm tlie afifected zone.

Di¬ 
rector of Research, Hillaiy 
McMalion. She joined the 
CWR team fi'om the UN, 
where she was an advisor on 
dim ate change and technology 
issues. Prior to then, she was 
Seinor Assoiciate with Energy 
and Climate at tlie World Re¬ 
sources institute. Senior Asso¬ 
ciate of the study was Mattiiew 
Cullinen and research analysts 
were Tessa Lee and Leila 
Kasmi.

Hie 41 page executive 
summeiy is culled from re¬ 
ports and statistics firom se¬ 
veral island agencies, as well 
as the observations of the re¬ 
search team Understanding 
the purpose of the report, 
wluch pinpoints particular 
areas where Aruba and its peo¬ 
ple need to make exceptional 
effort, along side those of the 
govenunent is better under¬ 


stood by comprehension of the 
mission and vision of the Car¬ 
bon War Room 

Hie CWPJs purpose is to 
"break down market barriers to 
tlie flow of capital into entre¬ 
preneurial solutions to climate 
change by employing a sector- 
based approach focusing on 
tlie solutions that make eco¬ 
nomic sense right now. It tar¬ 
gets the movement of insti¬ 
tutional capital into a working 
mai'ketplace and the elimina¬ 
tion of mai'ket inefficiencies 
(in tile form of insufficient in- 
fomiaUDn andhigli transaction 
costs, among others.) Policy 
and technology are necessary 
conditions to the solutions, hut 
tiiey are neither sufficient nor 
tire bottleneck to progress." 

"Hie CWR vision is to see 
mai’kets functiomng properly 
and dean teclinology success- 
fufiy scaling to promote cli¬ 
mate wealth, business and 
economic growth, in the role 
of a climate wealtii catalyst, 
the CWR focuses on areas 
where a sector-by-sector ap¬ 
proach to climate change can 
be applied to generate gigaton- 
scale carbon savings.

Some naysayers will tiy to 
convince the public that those 
attempting to bring awai'eness 
regai'ding the consequences of 
dimate change ai'e manufac¬ 
turing the problem, so tliey can 
mal^e money firom tlie resul¬ 
ting research and technology 
Hie members of tiie CWR are 
elite entrepreneurs w'ho have 
recognized and acknowledged 
dun ate change is a real issue, 
and wish to direct their wealtli 
and investment p ower towards 
solutions. The fact that such in¬ 
vestments can provide profits 
IE another incentive to alti'act 
those m the energy industiy to¬ 
wards joining the movement, 
preserving the euviromnent 
and ecology for future genera¬ 
tions.

Protesters shun 'racist' Black Pete in 
Amsterdam festival 


AMSTERDAM (AFP)-Tens 
of thousands of people 
crowded Amsterdam's streets 
on Sunday to watch the ti'adi- 
tional holiday arnval of Saint 
Ni'±olas as a handful joined a 
silent protest against his side- 
kick "Black Pete", which they 
said was a racist symbol. 

Tlie debate over Black Pete 
has reached a fever pitch m tlie 
last weeks in the Netherlands, 
higlilighting the issue of 
racism m a country that prides 
itself on open-minded values. 
It has even sparked a UN nglits 
probe. 

Two months ago 21 Dutch 
citizens fried complaints 
against Black Pete's presence 
at tlie annual Saint Ni'diolas ar¬ 
rival festival, a move that has 
split opinion in tlie countiy of 
i (5.7 million people. 

The complainants, many of 
whom are descendants of peo¬ 
ple from former Dutch, 
colonies like Suriname and 
Curacao, asked Amsterdam 
mayor Eberhard van der Laan 
to pull the permit for tlie festi¬ 
val because of Black Pete's 
presence. 


Their request was turned 
down and on Sunday deuion- 
stralors taped their mouilis 
and turned their backs as 
thousands of spectators 
cheered Saint Nicholas' ar¬ 
rival lu the city centre, accom- 
panied by hundreds of Black 
Petes. 

At its famous Dam S quare, 
ai'ound 75 demonstrators, 
many wealing anti-Black Pete 
T-slnrts, turned their backs in 
silent protest as Saint Nick 
and Ins helpers passed by. 

The invention of a I>Uch 
school teacher. Black Pete has 
since 1S50 been loyally attiie 
side of Saint Nicholas, the 
Dutch version of Santa Claus 


or Father Christmas. 

Saint Nicholas and his 
helpers traditionally “arrive" 
with a gift-filled boat from 
Spam on the third weekend of 
November.

Tlie meningitis has been 
identified as “Type B/ which 
is not covered by tlie standai'd 
vaccine commonly adminis¬ 
tered to students in tlie United 
States. 

Tlie Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) 
IS mal^lng an ezp enmeiitsd 
vaccine available to Piinceton, 
and officials at the nortlieast- 
teni ITS university said they ai'e 
in the process of deciding 


whether to adimmster itto stu¬ 
dents.

LONDON (AFP) - Bntisli 
doctors and nurses who neg¬ 
lect their patients could be 
jailed under government pro¬ 
posals annoiuiced, m tlie wake 
of a scandal at a hospital where 
hundreds died after receiving 
appalling cai'e 

Wilful neglect of patients is 
set to be made a criminal of¬ 
fence under reforms being in¬ 
troduced m the wake of the 
scandal at Stafford Hospital in 
central England, where up to 
1,200 people died as a result of 
poor care between 2005 and 
2009. 

A three-yeai' puhhc inquiiy 
into the scandal heai'd horrify¬ 
ing examples of abuse and 
neglect, induding patients left 
starving and soiled in their 
beds, or so thirsty that they 
drank water fi'oin vases. 

The new offence will he 
mo delled on tlie wilful neglect 
of adiUts under Britain's Men¬ 
tal Capacity Act, wliich ispim- 
ishahle by up to five years in 
prison. 

Tlie heal til ministry is set to 
hold a public consultation on 
appropriate sentencing for the 
new offence.

In a memo sent to employ¬ 
ees Fnday, CEO Mike Perils 
said Forbes has received indi¬ 
cations of interest from in¬ 
vestors for the compEny, 
whieh includes Forbes maga¬ 
zine and Forbes, com. 

"Tlie frequency and serious 
nature of tliese overtures have 
brought us to a decision 
point," he wrote. "We have 
hired Deutsche Bank to repre¬ 
sent us, and we exp ect interest 
from numerous suitors" 

The company is looking to 
sell for about $400 million, 
according to a report by 
Bloomberg News.The Forbes 
family still conti'ols tlie com¬ 
pany after selling a 4 5% stake 
to investment firm Elevation 
Partners in 2D06. 

The magazine, founded in 
1917 by business colunmist 
B C. Forbes, has been focus- 
mg heavily on the digital side 


of its editorial operations to 
make up for the sluggishness 
in print ad sales, a widespread 
problem forpimt publications 
in the digital era.

Report: life in Germany's ex-communist 
east never better 


BERLIN (AFP) - Falbng un¬ 
employment, Ingher biitlnates 
and heavy mvestment in edu¬ 
cation have created the best 
living standards in Germany's 
ex-commumst east since the 
fall of the Berlm Wall, an up¬ 
coming government report 
said. 

Excerpts from the official 
study published in Sunday's 
Bild am Soimtag newspaper 
said the sunnier outlook in a 
region long plagued by grim 
economic conditions had 
largely halted a brain dram of 
easterners to the west. 

In the report, to be pre¬ 
sented by Interior Minister 
Hans-Peter Fnediich on Wed¬ 
nesday the authors said that 
the east was now cati±Ling up 
to tlie west by many measures 
of success. 

"Nearly a generation after 
reunification (in 1990), eco¬ 


nomic living standards in die 
eastern and western states, 
pal'dcuiarly in terms of male- 
nal prosperity, have clearly 
improved," they wi'ote. 

"In recent years, the erst- 
wlule planned economy has 
turned into an industrial re¬ 
gion with increasingly com¬ 
petitive companies." 

Tlie j obi ess rate has sunk to 
10.7 percent from 13.7 per¬ 
cent in 2005 in the east, 
against 6 5 percent in Ger¬ 
many as a whole currently 

According to the findings, 
the number of easterners re¬ 
turning home from the west 
nearly matched the numb er of 
easterners moving west in 
2012 for the first time since 
reumfi cation. 

Also helping to staunich die 
drop in population is a gradual 
rise in the bii'thrate in the east 
to a slighdy lugher level than 


in the west. Bild did not pro¬ 
vide figures ahead of the re¬ 
port's publication. 

Manufacturing has begun 
to boom again in the eastern 
states, while generous support 
for education, research and 
development has also nur¬ 
tured economic growth, the 
report found. 

Unemployment so ared and 
die birthrate plummeted in 
east Gemiauy in die yeai's 
after the fall of communism 
leading to widespread disillu- 
siomnent with tire promises of 
reunification. 

Between 1939 and 20ID, 
some 4.1 million east Ger¬ 
mans moved to the west, ac¬ 
cording to the federal statistics 
office, most seelang work. 
Inuring the same period some 
2.1 million westerners moved 
east.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - World champion Andre Ward 
made a hriumphant return after a 14-month layoff, down¬ 
ing Dominican challenger Edwin Rodriguez by unani¬ 
mous decision in a Saturday showdown of unbeaten 
super middleweight boxers. Judges awarded Ward the 
victory by scores of IIS-106,117-107,116-1 OS, boosting 
the US fighter's record to 27-0 while Rodriguez fell to 24- 
1. The fight was the first for Ward in 14 months, the 
longest break of his career after right shoulder surgery 
in January. 



SALT LAKE CITY (AFP) - South Korea's Lee Sang4iwa 
broke the women's woild SOOnneter record Saturday for 
the third time in eight days to win an ISU World Cup 
Speed Skating race. The Dutch men's team pursuit 
squad also broke their own wortd record on the second 
day of the three-day competition at the 2002 Salt Lake 
City Winter Olympic Oval. Reigning Olympic and world 
champion Lee, racing in the last heat, crossed the finish 
line in 36.36 seconds, breaking the mark of 36.57 she set 
Friday in winning a 503m Woild Cup race on the same 
ice. Lee also set a world record last Saturday at Calgary, 
Canada, with a win at the opening World Cup stop m 
36.74, lowering the global mark of 36.B5 she had estab¬ 
lished last January at Calgary.

The Americans were second in 3:37.22 with 
South Korea third in 3:37.51. Dutch star Ireen Wust won 
the women's 1,500 In 1:52,06 to seize the World Cup 
points lead after two races with American Brittany Bowe 
second in 1:52.45 and Richardson third, another .10 
adrift.
